The campaign against the festiv 
mosquito is being worked out in a 
much more vigorous manner this year 
by L. G. Lenert of the State Health 
Department, than ever before. It is 
not intended to let them even get a 
foothold in Bryan during 1921. 
In 
order to insure their staying out the 
Boy Scouts have enlisted as a body 
and intend doing a large share of the 
work of keeping them out. 
At th*,

paign. 
Passive co-operation is not 
a function of the Scout organization. 
It is their plan and suggestion to help 
by stocking every body of w ater in 
Bryan and its environs with the little 
finny aide-de-camp of the mosquito 
engineer, better known possibly b' 
the name of Gambusia affinis, or the 
“Pot Belly” minnow. 
Mr. John Daly, the city Sanitary 
Inspector, who has 
the 
campaign 
against mosquitos in 
charge, 
has 
agreed to secure a largo supoly of 
these minnow’s placing them in the 
oond at the Fire Station and from 
this central point the Scouts will rad­ 
iate to every part of the city. Every 
culvert which contains w ater for a 
period of twro weeks or more 
and 
every ditch which habitually stands 
in w ater will receive their quota of 
Gambusia. 
Rainwater barrels, cis­ 
terns, shallow wells and horse troughs 
will receive a few’ of these mosquito 
eating members of the fish family. 
Not a pool of w ater as big as the 
family washtub will be overlooked in i 
the Scouts’ rounds. 
Their efforts wdll not cease with 
this 
distribution 
either. 
A fter 
a 
reasonable period of time an inspec­ 
tion will be made of all premises and 
points where Gambusia were domi­ 
ciled. If they have disappeared thru 
the drying up of water or if the water 
is so heavily polluted that they cannot 
live in it, the Scouts will introduce no 
more. If on the other hand, they find 
that they are present, but not in suf­ 
ficient numbers, more will be dis­ 
tributed until every place where mos­ 
quito breeding is possible will be the 
home instead of Mrs, Ganvbusin and 
her very efficient family. It is hardly

should have been distributed, they will 
consider it a sp*vial favor 
their attention tailed to it and they 
promise it shall occur no more.

Senator Harp will qualify as m ayor cither Friday or Satur­ 
day, according to his announced intentions Friday morning. Com­ 
missioner J. L Riddle has already qualified and W. W. B arnett 
will U k e oath probably at the same time as Senator Harp.

within 30 days from the date of election. 
A special election wifi be called by the governor to choose 
a successor to Senator Harp, and it is believed th at this will be 
done within the next few days in order th at the district may 
have representation at the special session of the legislature in 
June. 
Many will be gratified to learn th at Senator Harp has con­ 
sented to give up the senatorship in order to be with his con­ 
stituents here all the tim e and serve as mayor, while on the other 
hand there is a large num ber of people not only in this com m un­ 
ity but throughout the senatorial district who have persistently 
advocated his continuance in office a t Austin.

REMARKABLE SERVICE 
IN MEMORY OF LATE 
REV. JAMES 0. WEST 


What is considered 
a 
remarkable 
memorial service was conducted at 
the First Presbyterian church in Bry­ 
an, Sunday morning a t l l o’clock in 
honor of the late Rev. Jam es D. West, 
who a t the age of 82 years died at 
his home in Newton, Mississippi 
a 
few days ago. 
This tribute was re­ 
markable from the* fact 
th at 
Dr. 
W est’s pastorate began in 1895 and 
ended in 1908, thirteen years ago, and 
the works of men so easily forgotten 
in this day and time. In this instance 
it has not been true and the service 
was really a remarkable one in many 
respects. 
Rev. Wm. N. Sholl, pastor 
of the church, announced that 
the 
memorial service would be held and 
the sermon preached by Dr. 
G. 
T. 
Storey, of Bay City, and father of Rev. 
Charlton H. Storey, a form er pastor 
of the First Presbyterian church. Dr. 
Storey was a long time friend and in­ 
tim ate associate of Rev. W est during 
his long service in Texas and especial­ 
ly while he was at Bryan. 
A fter the 
prayer and song service, ’Dr. Storey 
read Paul’s words to 
Timothy: 
“I 
have fought a good fiht, and I have 
finished my course, I have kept the 
Faith. Henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crown of righteousness which 
the Lord shall give to me.” Dr. Stor­ 
ey reviewed the life work of Rev. West 
along the great lines of faithful ser­ 
vice in the M asters’ vineyard from a 
close personal friendship and declared 
th at he had “kept faith and would re­ 
ceive the crown of life.” 
Few men 
had been s0 faithful and few men 
were more 
generally 
beloved, 
Dr. 
Storey declared. 
Living he was an 
inspiration—dead ho 
was 
immortal. 
Rev. W est, he said never faltered in 
the discharge of bis duty 
or never 
asked w hat the earthly pay would be— 
hence his works are enduring and his 
reward is certain. 
His memory will 
live as long as the present church in 
Bryan will live as they will be handed 
do’'*n from parent to children.

Storey paid the fallen hero a wonder 
ful tribute stam ping his life as glor­ 
ious, eternal and undving. 
Rev. Wm. N, Sholl, pastor of the 
church called on General Henry Bates 
Stoddard, of the Southern Confederacy 
to speak p few words for Rev. West, 
who had served as Chaplain in the 
arm y of Lee and Jackson and

Chaplain of the Camp of Confederate 
Veterans while in Bryan and it is said 
that when Rev. West left Bryan the 
old soldiers in gray now fast passing 
over the River to “rest under shades 
of the 
trees” and 
meet 
Stonewall 
Jackson and the others of our heroic 
dead went in a body to bid him good 
bye 
at the railway 
station. 
Gen­ 
eral 
Stoddard 
said 
that 
he 
had 
known Rev. 
W est 
intimately while 
here 
and 
that 
he 
was 
renowned 
for his kindly greeting to all men, his 
good cheer and knightly bearing and 
forbearance for all. 
His death

Dairy Luncheon At College 
A Wonderful Revelation 


(By F. O. M arlin, College Publicity) 
College Station, Texas, April 30.—A “dairy dinner” served in 
the College dairy barn last night and attended by guests with a 
good understanding or professional interest in dairying was the 
occasion for Btudy and revelation pertaining to the dairy cow 
and for emphasizing the great importance of the Dairy H usban­ 
dry D epartm ent of the College to the prosperity of Texas. 
The 
m enu was convincing evidence of the Indispensable w orth of 
dairy products and the variety in which milk content can be pre­ 
pared and served to suit the taste. There was sweet milk, cream, 
butter milk, cheese, ice cream, barbecued milk fed calf and all 
the condim ents to balance the meal. The m anner of serving was 
also designed to carry out the emphasis. Long tables were lined 
up on the run-w ay between the stanchions and the eats were serv­ 
ed from a board fastened to the over-bead carrier ordinarily used 
for conveying the milk from the bam and which moved on a track 
just above the heads of the guests. 
In this m anner four w aiters 
were able to serve the entire meal. 
A hundred cows had been 
milked in the barn just two hours before the meal started but 
there was hardly any evidence except the empty stanchions to 
tell one th at it was an abode for anim als instead of persons. The 
concrete floors were as clean as could be desired and there was 
not an odor in the room more offensive than came fronl the pure 
clean dairy products on the table and the scent of flowers wafted 
in from the gardens surrounding the m odern tile structure. 
There were about two hundred guests at the tables which 
placed end to end m easured a length of about 125 feet in the 
building, and included all the junior and senior agricultural stu­ 
dents who were specializing in dairy husbandry all sophomores 
who were interested in dairy husbandry as a subject for study 
next year, about 50 high school students from surrounding towns 
who were at the college as entrants In stock judging and grain 
judging contests being held by the Departm ent of Vocational 
Teaching, and the honor guests, Dr. W. B. Bizzell, president of 
the College, Dean E. J. Kyle, Colonel Clarence Ousley, Represen­ 
tative Lee J. Rountree, of Brazos county; S. C. Hoyle, editor of 
Extension Service publications; J. Horace Kraft, professor of Ag­ 
ricultural Education, and J. W. Ridgway, director of -the dairy de­ 
partm ent of the Mistletoe Creameries who was for a num ber of 
years the head of the College departm ent of dairy husbandry. 
These distinguished guests responded with short talks after an 
introduction by Professor Pou. President Bizzell in a rem iniscent 
m anner told the gradual growth of the departm ent, paid his re­ 
spects to the great efforts made by Mr. Ridgway during his con­ 
nection with the college and also to Dean Kyle for his direction 
and labor, and predicted one of the greatest growth for the depart­ 
ment. 
Mr. Ridgway displayed his great fund of knowledge in 
appraising the value of the dairy business to the development and 
healthy growth of Texas. Colonel Clarence Ousley with lucid ex­ 
amples th at illustrated his point conveyed to all an undisputable 
understanding of the necessity before Texans to substitute the 
pasture for the greater part of the cotton patch and to make 
dairying the chiefest industry of the state. Dean Kyle with great 
clarity of knowledge convincingly presented the value of agricul­ 
tural education. 
Representative Rountree reviewing the old and 
past era of unprofitable farm ing rem arked on the present devel­ 
opment through scientific principles and urged their growth and 
extension. Mr. Hoyle plead for cooperation in business methods 
between individuals and industries. 
At the conclusion of the speeches Mr. Kraft awarded the 
trophies and cash prizes won by the high school boys in the con­ 
tests as follows: Sealy High School team, the E. L. Steck trophy 
for w in n in g first place in stock judging; G ranger High School 
team the ( ’. A. Bryant trophy for winning first place in the grain 
judging contests; Reese Wilrodt of Bellville High School, $5 for 
1st place in dairy cattle judging; Raymond Schum acher of Sealy 
High School, $3 for 2nd place in dairy cattle judging, and George 
Boynton of Bellville and Ben Kubrecht of Wallis, $1.50 each for 
tie. third place iii the same contest.
